ROADS FOR RELIEF 

As one travels by automobile over 
ihe stole of Kentucky one cun lent 
marvel at the progress which hus been 
•unde in recent yours in the building 
of improved highways. Sections of 
ihe state thutwlicre isolated six years 
ago are now accessible icy motor ear. 
Although Kentucky was slow to start 
he building of a modern highway 
.vs cm. few states have made greater 

I'ogre-s In recent years In this lm- 
I'frtnut phase of progress.

should furnish the lnml bank com 
missioncr with two hundred million 
dollars to he loaned on farm real 
estate and personal property Including 
crops of the farmer. If on real estate 
only, such loans may be made on regu¬ 
lar land bank terms, but if personnl 
property is included the term of loan 
cannot exceed thirteen years inc luding 
tlie flrst three years when no pn.vmont 
on the principal may he required. 

Q—Ilow much can an Individual 
farmer borrow under these two plans? 

A—He may borrow from a federal 
land hank an amount not exceeding 
Hfty percent of tlie normal value of 
Ids land anil twenty [icrcent of the 
value to the farm of the permanent 
insured improvements, and not exceed¬ 
ing *50,000; fnun tlie land hank com¬ 
missioner iie may borrow not more 
Ilian sevcnt.viive percent of the normal 
value of the property including all 
prior liens and not exceeding *5,000. 
the interest rate to he live percent, 
(if course the farmer’s ability to make-

The local 
banker or the county agent should l«o 
able to put the farmer In touch with 
the local secretary-treasurer, or he 
may write the federal land bank at 
l.ouifvitle.

A-t/Thc law provides that a com¬ 
missioner's loan cannot tie granted 
unless it clears up the entire indebted¬ 
ness ; of the farmer, it having been 
felt that unless the farmer laid 25 
percent equity in his farm, his chances 
of viorklng out were very remote. 
Frequently, however, the creditors of 
u heavily Involved farmer, in order to 
get cash at once, are willing to accept 
less than the face value of the obliga¬ 
tions which they hold, hut which they 
might never he able to collect. Any 
such debt adjustments must he worked 
out by the farmer and his creditors. 

Q—If farmers have -other questions 
about those loans where should they 
send them? 

A-.-To Federal Land Bank. Louis¬ 
ville Ky., which serves the fourth 
federal land bank district, consisting 
of Kentucky, Tennessee, Indiana, and

ARMY AND NAVY 
DEPARTMENTS 

T HROUGH nil of history, people 
have enjoyed, even hnve been 
thrilled by the sight of marching men. 
It reflects an Inbred love for perfec¬ 
tion. The deft execution of orders, 
the snap of obedience to commands, 
excites admiration everywhere. 

To accomplish this perfection, how¬ 
ever, requires Imnglnntlon ns well ns 
skill, knowledge ns well ns discipline. 
There lias to be something done be¬ 
sides handing a man the drab uniform 
of the army or the bine of the navy 
to make a soldier or a sailor. 

All of this Is headed up In divisions 
In the Wnr department for the army 
nnd In the Navy department for the 
navy and the marine corps. Some¬ 
body has to accept responsibility as 
well ns exorcise authority. So the gen¬ 
eral stntf of the army nnd the general 
board of the navy operate to maintain 
the standard of the services under 
their Jurisdiction. 

It Is obvious that administration 
of the nntionnl defense arms requires 
more than the training of men to 
march, to click their heels, to salute, 
to (ire their small arms or their ma¬ 
chine guns or their greater weapons. 
They hnve to have supplies, food, 
munitions and material, transport for 
the army, unexcelled ships for the 
navy, alrphVos for each. Records 
hnve to be kept, legnl questions have 
to be answered, nnd engineering prob¬ 
lems hnve to be solved. And so there 
is In each department ofilees tn gen¬ 
eral control of each whose Job Is to 
see that all operations nre co-ordi¬ 
nated within that service nnd that 
there Is uniform development In ac¬ 
cordance witli policies promulgated by 
congress nnd within the supply of 
money which congress appropriated 
for the work. They have duties so 
many nnd so varied that an enumera¬ 
tion of them Is impossible In these 
columns, but they mny be accurately 
summarized In the one phrase that 
they are designed to provide protec¬ 
tion for the nation on an efficient 
basis. 

The army and navy look after the 
welfare of their respective personnel 
to a far greater extent than ever has 
obtained in the management of civil¬ 
ian organizations. The men who make 
up the army, the navy nnd the marine 
corps receive most complete medical

medical professions but who hnve 
made the service a career. 

They even hnve their morals guard¬ 
ed as far as Is possible and the spir¬ 
itual side of administration Is In the 
hands of consclentions nnd sincere 
chaplnlns. 

There Is probably no more com¬ 
plete general hospitals than those pro¬ 
vided for tlie service members nnd, 
since the World wnr, for the use of 
veterans. Tlie Nnvnl hospital nnd Wal¬ 
ter Reed General hospital, both In 
the Capital city, nre examples, nnd 
It Is the belief of professional men 
that treatment In those service hospi¬ 
tals is hardly excelled except In a 
very limited number of Institutions 
In all the world. 

And that limited number, he It said, 
nre institutions directing their efforts 
along specific, ns distinguished from 
general, lines. 

While thorough consideration and 
precision of action Is being discussed, 
It Is well to call attention to the high 
degree of excellence which tlie serv¬ 
ices demand In tlie supplies they buy. 
As an Instance of this, the Wnr de¬ 
partment buys Its annual stock of 
pneunintlc and solid nutomoblle tires 
on contract. Before that contract is 
awarded, the utmost In testing Is done. 
That is not nil; nfter the contract Is 
awarded, representatives of the army 
nre stationed In the plant where those 
tires nre made, and any variation 
from the original specifications will 
not be tolerated. 

It Is tlie same with tlie navy nnd 
the marine corps. When specifications 
are drawn even for the smallest piece 
of machinery, the requirements are 
specific and they nre rigidly enforced. 
Certainly, the government gets Its 
money's wortli In purchases by the 
military services. 

Turn to tlie corps of engineers of 
tlie army: It Is conceded everywhere 
thnt when these officers make a sur¬ 
vey or draw plans, the results are 
ubout as bombproof ns it Is possible 
to mnke them. The iuslgntn of the 
corps of engineers on a bridge al¬ 
ways mnkes me feel that the Job was 
done on a basis of perpetual life, for 
flimsy construction is not known tn 
their training. 

Tlie corps of engineers probably Is 
closer to tlie average section or com¬ 
munity during peace time than is 
any other phase of the army or the 
navy except as the services embrace 
enlisted men or officers from every 
part of tlie country. For when the 
government tins river or harbor work 
to do, It is the army engineers to 
whom tlie Job Is first assigned. They 
muke tlie surveys and draw the plans, 
and the board of engineers reports 
to congress. If tlie program is prac¬ 
ticable and the expenso Is thought 
to bo warranted, an appropriation Is 
made and tlie engineer officers look 
after the rest. 

They see that the contractor does 
his Job In accordance with the skill 
and the technic nnd the soundness 
which those officers have been taught 
ns fundujiicutul.

S INCE the Armistice ended hostilities 
In thnt cntnclysmlc eruption known 
ns the World wnr. enormous strides 
have been taken among nations to pre¬ 
serve the pence. The movement has 
exemplified Itself In many different 
ways and with varying shades of opin¬ 
ion shown, from the type of eltiz n 
desiring to lie still nnd piny dead on 
through the list to those fostering the 
belief that only the greatest army ami 
the greatest navy can he expected to 
assure permanent peace for our 
country. 

Fortunately for tlie nation, there Is 
only a negligible number of those who 
are willing to ehnnee the future of 
their homeland without an army or a 
navy. All of the advocates of peace 
contemplate a system of national de¬ 
fense of some kind, nnd advocate It tn 
a size according to their light. But 
the point Is thnt. desiring peace ns wn 
do, nur desires ennnot govern whnt 
course or policy some other govern¬ 
ment may elect to follow. 

I holtove It Is safe to say Mint now 
ns never before the average citizen 
is acquainted with tlie need for na¬ 
tional defense nnd the way thnt need 
It met. Programs hnve boon worked 
out since tlie World wnr ended Mint 
nre predicated on a more general 
knowledge by every one of what con¬ 
stitutes the needs of the army and 
the navy in a condition of crisis. Al¬ 
though the two services nre skeleton¬ 
ized now. should the emergency arise 
It is correct to stnte thnt u million 
men can spring to arms over night, 
nnd It seems Mint tlie number prob- 
ably would lie three times thnt If the 
carefully arranged plnns may lie Judged 
properly by the layman. 

Wlille It Is necessary that a great 
deal of the planning by the army and 
navy Is done in secret nnd must re¬ 
main so for the obvious reason Mint 
any nation learning of them is aide to 
map counter methods. It can he stated 
that officers of the army and the navy 
constantly nre engaged In study of 
theoretical attacks and defense. Tlio 
Army War college and the Naval War 
college are the higher Institutions of 
learning, so to speak, where the offi¬ 
cers delve into the more intricate 
problems of wnr tactics, where they 
deni in theory nnd figure out whnt 
would happen In practice, anil from 
these eventunte wur plans which, let 
i w f m p r. i i * r r ’rr i" < hW fa 1 i i'i —nw s y 
to nse. 

These plnns, of course, cannot be 
said to represent our national defense 
policy. That Is a question which the 
President, ns commander In chief of ( 
the army and navy, works mt Jointly 
with congress. The leglslni.ve brunch 
obviously hns the final suyso v bother 
we will have n big navy or i small 
one, and whether tlie army will num-_ 
ber 118,000 enlisted it en and 12.0o6 
officers or more or less, f roni this it 
Is seen that the system of nntionnl de¬ 
fense Is one of fact and r it of theory, 
for It is, true to Anerlimn tra lltlon, 
left In the hands of the ri presentatlvss 
of tlie people. 

Aside from tlie determ nation of 
policy, however, admlni-trat on of the 
army and the navy constitutes a tre¬ 
mendous business. Tlie 'e Is. of course, 
an Independent ilepnrti ent for each, 
and each Ims a cabinet 'ember at Its 
head. But tlie cabinet members are 
civilians, more often thin n t, without 
military or naval tralnln . 

Consequently, one hns to drop down 
tlie ranks a step to find tlio nu n who 
nctunliy command tlie ri gular army 
nnd the navy, with Its t urine corps 
arm. 

So we find In the War depirtmenf, 
a general staff, nnd we find in the 
Navy department, a general hoard. 
Each functions to a greater or less 
extent ns a board of directors for the 
service It represents, and each Is dom¬ 
inant in Its own bullwlck, for It Is 
from these two groups tin t the nctual 
direction Issues for the respective 
services.

hns become so Important In the sys¬ 
tem of national defense that congress 
has seen fit to create the pu.it of as¬ 
sistant secretary of air In both War 
and Navy departments. While their 
primary function obviously Is that of 
promoting an efficient air service In 
each branch, the air division does 
much more; it Is constantly fostering; 
development of civil aeronautics, and 
It Is working constantly with commer¬ 
cial Interests engaged in i induction 
nnd use of airplanes in , .nmerclal 
lines. 

The air services of tin army, the 
navy and the innrlue corp.- therefore, 
are currying a tremendou i lufluence 
Into tlie field of air trims; nation in 
these day of peace. Hlgh'v trained 
men from the services are dug into 
private life, day after day. to devote 
their skill nnd their time an! attention 
to further air transportation. It is 
uot meant that the army, navy and 
marine corps are losing all of their 
gouil men, but they ure losing some of 
them, yet replacements are Blade with¬ 
out difficulty and the nation guins 
from the exchange.

Our Government 

— How It Operates 

By William Bruckart 

HOW CONGRESS 
FUNCTIONS 

"p IE galleries for visitors In the 
1 chambers of the senate nnd the 
house nre situated so ns to give the 
maximum view for everyone, but that 
necessitated placing them on n level 
Quite above the Hoofs where the sen¬ 
ators or the representatives have tlielr 
seats. That circumstance docs not 
always permit a proper understanding 
of debnte. Alany visitors go away 
from the Capital, therefore, with an 
Impression that enactment of legisla¬ 
tion Is far too complex nnd Intricate 
for the mind of the lay person to com¬ 
prehend. 

It is unfortunate tlmt tills condition 
prevails, but It is not tbe only reason 
why those seeing the house or the 
senate in session for the first time fall 
to understand whnt Is happening. 
They see only a part of the whole 
picture of the legislative function. 
They Inck a knowledge of the rules of 
the gnmc, nnd they nro not conversant 
with whnt has gone before. 

The house nnd sennte are on a par 
In dealing with the bulk of the laws 
that go on our statute books, but each 
body has certain functions reserved 
to It and with which the other one 
has, nnd can have, no concern. The 
house, by direction of the Constitu¬ 
tion must originate all laws that raise 
revenue, those thnt tax you nnd me, 
and It also must start nil laws—they 
are bills while In the legislative ma¬ 
chinery— making appropriations of 
public moneys. The sennte could 
start them, of course, hut would not 
mean anything. The sennte, however, 
was given certain specific duties by 
the Constitution also. No treaties 
with foreign nations nro operative 
nntll approved by the senate. It like¬ 
wise has the final say-so respecting 
nearly all appointments to ortice made 
by the President.

RECALLS SCARIEST EXPERIENCE 

Uncle Jimmy Adams, of nenr West 
Liberty, celebrated the nlnciyflrst 
anniversary of his birth on Sunday, 
Sept. 17. Air. Adams wns a member 
of tlic Confederate army during the 
Civil war. When asked a few days ago 
lo tell of his most blond curdling ex¬ 
perience during the war, Air. Adams 
sn id: 

"The scariest experience I hnd dur¬ 
ing tlii> war occurred one day when 
the Confederate nnd Union armies 
were lighting within twenty ynrds of 
each other. From where I stood I 
could look up and down the lines nml 
see men railing on every side like 
leaves in an autumn wind. Across tint 
lines I could see my brother, lighting 
for the Union. 

"Suddenly, n bull struck n soldlet 
near me nnd lu* fell, screaming like 
a wounded horse. As they carried him 
off the Held I took a solemn vow that 
if I fell victim to a bullet I would 
do my best to keep from screaming. 

"Just about that time I spied an 
enemy soldier hiding behind n tree 
about ten yards away from me, pre¬ 
paring to fire on one of my buddies, 
who didn't see him. I drew ulm on 
one of Ills legs, hoping to put him 
out of commission before he could do 
any damage. Rut before I could fire, 
he caught me, drew quick aim, nnd 
fired. The ball clipped n lock of hair 
off the buck of my neck. 1 tired then, 
but failed to wound him." 

As the nged veteran paused for 
breath, his eyes lit up again with 
battle lire and his breath came fast, 
as Ills mind traveled hack to tliut 
tcnRC moment of long ngo. He con¬ 
tinued : 

"Ary face wns streaked with sweat 
ns we stood there In the noonday sun, 
shooting it out to the death, with the 
odds heavily on Ills side, for he stood 
behind n tree. I wns busy ramming 
another load Into my gun when lie 
fired again. The hall singed my whis¬ 
kers. Ity tliis time I was loaded nml 
determined to make this shot tell, for 
it was liable to lie my last. I took 
careful aim ut one of his legs, which 
was nil I could see of him, nml fired. 
I never knew whether I wounded him 
or not, for about tliut time bis gun 
belched smoke. It seemed us tlio a 
redhot poker burnt thru my neck and 
the earth enme up nnd knocked mo 
down. 

"When I regained consciousness, tlio 
first thing I asked the hoys who hail 
carried me off the field was. 'Did 1 


iell?' One sunburned fellow In tnttered

The committee 
lias n regular meeting day; the new 
bill Is tnken up, usually with only 
members of the committee present, 
nnd It Is talked over Informally. If It 
be of great consequence the committee 
will order that hearings be held so 
that those favoring the proposed law 
may state Its merits and that those op¬ 
posed to It may voice their opposition

T HE ground is all laid for a real 
treat for yourself and your family 
once you have realized what delicious 
cakes, cookies and candies can be 
made with the ready-to-eat cereals 
that have become such a standard 
feature of the American breakfast 
table. 

Corn flakes, bran, and other cereals, 
form the base of a wide variety of 
tasty—and healthful—confections that 
are easily and economically prepared 
in the home. Bran, for instance, be¬ 
sides the zestful flavor it imparts, has 
the virtue of providing the added bulk 
or fiber our systems need in these 
days when wo exist so largely on 
highly refined foods. 

Corn Flake Macaroons 
2 egg whites 
1 cup sugar 
2 cups corn flakes 
% cup nut meats 
1 cup cocoanut 
Va teaspoon vanilla extract 
Beat egg whites until they are stiff 
enough to hold their shape but not 
until they lose their shiny appear¬ 
ance. Fold in sugar carefully. Fold 
in corn flakes, nut meats and cocoa- 
nut. Add vanilla. Drop on a well 
greased baking sheet. Bake in a mod¬ 
erate oven (350°F.) about 15 to 20 j 
minutes. Remove pans from oven, 
place on damp towel and remove 
macaroons immediately with a spatu¬ 
la or sharp knife. If macaroons be¬ 
come hardened to pan, they may be 
put in the oven for a few minutes to 
soften. Yield: 1% dozen. 

Butterscotch Refrigerator Cookies 
1% cups butter 
2 cups brown sugar 
2 eggs (well beaten) 

1 cup bran 
3 cups flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
Cream the butter and add the sugar, 
eggs and bran. Mix well. Sift the 
flour with the baking powder and add 
to lirst mixture. Shape into roll and 
store in refrigerator. When needed, 
slice thin and bake on cookie sheet 
In hot ovon (125°F.) for about 12 


minutes. Yield: 8 dozen cookies 2 
inches in diameter. 

Bran Fudge Squares 

4 squares chocolate 
Vs cup butter 
2 eggs 
1 cut> sugar 
Vj cup flour 
Vj cup bran 
Vu cup nut meats 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
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Melt the chocolate over hot wuter 
and add the butter to it. Boat tho 
eggs until light, add the sugar and 
beat well together.
